In  writing  a  message  to  the  Class  of  1962,  I  should  like  to  stress  the  important 
place  each  of  you  will  hold  as  a  teacher  in  our  society.  "A  little  learning  is  a  dan- 
gerous thing;  drink  deep  or  taste  not  the  Pierian  Spring."  I  take  my  thoughts  in  writ- 
ing to  you  from  the  familiar  words  of  Alexander  Pope.  As  you  know,  the  Pierian 
Spring  was  the  spring  in  North  Thessaly  from  which  the  Muses  drank  and  so  refreshed 
the  wisdoms  and  skills  in  the  arts  and  sciences  with  which  they  inspired  the  human 
race. 

Graduation  with  the  degree  in  education  which  you  will  receive  marks  neither  a 
separation  from  college  nor  from  learning.  Today,  as  never  before,  great  demands 
are  being  placed  upon  the  teacher,  for  the  classified  body  of  knowledge  is  becoming 
greater  and  greater.  There  is  a  dearth  of  elementary  and  secondary  teachers  in  the 
fields  of  the  arts  and  sciences.  To  be  equal  to  the  task  of  teaching  young  Americans 
in  the  late  twentieth  century,  a  teacher  must  continually  study  while  he  is  teaching. 
The  four -year  program  in  teacher  education  is  only  the  beginning.  I  would  urge  each 
of  you  to  continue  your  study  in  the  area  of  arts,  sciences,  and  the  languages. 

If  you  continually  deepen  your  knowledge,  you  will  awaken  in  your  pupils  intellec- 
tual curiosity.  An  unique  reward  will  come  to  you  when  you  see  a  young  mind  seeking 
to  satisfy  its  intellectual  curiosity,  for  you  will  know  that  without  the  effort  to  share 
your  knowledge  the  pupil  would  not  be  able  to  deepen  his.  It  is  a  truism  that  the  teacher 
affects  eternity;  he  can  never  tell  where  his  influence  stops.  Your  long  and  continuous 
preparation  will  benefit  in  unmeasured  ways  the  young  minds  you  influence. 

In  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  staff  may  I  extend  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to 
the  Class  of  1962. 

May  you  return  to  the  college  often.

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EDUCATION 


Up  the  path  to  Salem  Teachers  College,  in  the  fall  of  1958,  came  three 
hundred  freshmen,  the  Class  of  1962.  Beset  by  doubts  about  their  ability 
to  cope  with  the  demands  of  higher  education,  they  had,  within  three  short 
months,  lost  the  savoir  faire  which  had  been  theirs  as  high  school  seniors. 
What  happened  to  these  three  hundred  lost  souls?  Did  any  survive?  The 
answers  to  these  and  many  other  questions  are  the  subject  of  this  story. 

Lowly  Frosh 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  both  faculty  and  upperclassmen,  the  Class  of 
'62  did  not  long  remain  bewildered.  Orientation  Day  provided  many  of 
the  answers  to  their  questions  as  Big  Brothers  and  Big  Sisters  guided  the 
neophytes  through  the  initial  steps  of  their  undergraduate  careers.  After 
a  morning  devoted  to  formal  orientation,  the  entire  College  adjourned  to 
Forest  Biver  Park,  where  the  incoming  Freshmen,  as  guests  of  honor,  be- 
came aware  that  they  had  become  part  of  a  close-knit  family,  a  group 
where  cooperation  was  the  byword. 

The  Class  of  '62  soon  settled  into  the  daily  routine  of  college  life.  Col- 
lege work,  they  discovered,  could  be  mastered  if  enough  midnight  oil  were 
consumed.  Absorbed  completely  by  their  studies,  they  failed  to  heed  the 
danger  signals  that  warned  them  of  impending  disaster.  The  calculating 
stares  of  certain  upperclassmen,  the  suddenly-halted  discussions  among 
sophomores,  the  supercilious  shouts  of  "You'll  be  sorry!";  none  of  these 
omens  had  meaning  for  those  studious  young  men  and  women,  completely 
engrossed  as  they  were  in  their  pursuit  of  knowledge.  Thus  it  was  that  the 
entire  freshman  class  was  unprepared  for  the  havoc  soon  to  be  wreaked 
upon  them. 

"Hell  Hath  No  Fury" 

Lulled  into  a  sense  of  false  security  by  the  kind  ministrations  of  the 
immediately  preceding  class,  the  Class  of  '62  was  shocked  to  discover  that 
beneath  their  smiling  exteriors,  the  Class  of  '61  had  secretly  been  planning 
some  unusual  events  in  which  they  expected  the  freshman  class  to  partici- 
pate. Although  the  proposed  activities  were  somewhat  beneath  their  newly 


acquired  dignity,  the  Class  of  '62  decided  to  humor  the  sophomores'  ec- 
centricities rather  than  be  considered  guilty  of  rudeness.  It  was  the  year 
of  the  hula  hoop,  and  the  sophomores  took  advantage  of  the  craze  by  stag- 
ing contests  in  which  the  long-suffering  freshmen  were  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  dislocate  their  sacroiliacs.  In  the  lounge,  on  tables  in  the  cafe- 
teria, on  the  lawn,  in  fact  everywhere  on  the  campus,  suffering  freshmen 
could  be  seen  wildly  rotating  their  midsections  in  time  to  the  shouted  ca- 
dences of  the  "exalted"  Sophs.  These  interesting  scenes,  fascinating  to  every- 
one who  saw  them,  were  made  even  more  hilarious  by  the  costumes  which 
had  been  devised  by  the  sophomores  as  appropriate  to  the  initiation  cere- 
monies. Completely  beyond  description,  they  bore  mute  testimony  to  the 
sadistic  inventiveness  of  the  Class  of  '61.

The  freshmen  weathered  all  of  the  indignities  imposed  upon  them  dur- 
ing Initiation  Week,  however,  and  finally  prevailed  upon  the  illustrious 
sophomores  to  accept  them  into  the  college  community.  At  the  Initiation 
Banquet,  the  culminating  event  of  the  week,  the  sophomore  class  pledged 
eternal  friendship  to  the  freshmen,  who  accepted  their  offer  with  a  deep 
sigh  of  relief.  Having  succeeded  in  mollifying  their  tormentors,  they  could 
at  last  return  to  their  studies. 


The  Human  Chain 

The  next  event  to  occupy  the  attentions  of  the  Class  of  1962  was  Book 
Moving  Day.  The  College  had  opened  its  new  library,  but  needed  assist- 
ance in  transferring  its  collection  from  the  old  library  quarters  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  the  Academic  Building.  The  entire  student  body  solved  the 
problem  by  forming  a  human  chain  which  wound  its  way  through  corridors, 
down  stairs,  and  across  the  parking  lot  to  the  new  building.  If  it  is  possible 
to  gain  knowledge  by  osmosis,  the  student  body  absorbed  a  great  deal  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  day.  The  spirit  engendered  by  the  human  chain  was 
contagious,  bringing  everyone  from  President  Meier  to  the  lowliest  fresh- 
man closer  together. 

Shakedown  Cruise 

The  end  of  the  first  semester  came  and  went,  leaving  behind  it  a  some- 
what smaller  group  of  freshmen,  considerably  chastened  by  their  first  en- 
counter with  two-hour  finals.  Any  misconceptions  they  might  have  had 
concerning  the  seriousness  of  college  life  were  dispelled  once  and  for  all. 
They  settled  into  the  routine  of  intensive  study  once  again,  interrupting 
their  pursuit  of  knowledge  only  for  such  important  events  as  the  laying  of 
the  cornerstone  of  the  new  building.  Pelted  by  a  driving  rainstorm,  they 
watched  as  Mrs.  Alice  Lyons,  chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
wielded  trowel  and  mortar. 

Another  important  event  was  the  Freshman  Dance,  the  first  social 
event  sponsored  by  the  Class  of  '62.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  an  unqualified 
success,  due  principally  to  the  efforts  of  the  newly-elected  Freshman  Class 
officers.

In  June  of  '59,  second  semester  finals  ended  the  college  year,  and  the 
Freshman  class  awaited  the  results  with  trepidation.  For  most  of  them,  the 
news  was  favorable.  They  were  sophomores.  They  had  climbed  the  first 
rung  of  the  ladder. 

An  Aura  Of  Sophistication 

The  metamorphosis  which  works  its  magic  on  freshmen  everywhere 
transformed  the  Class  of  1962  during  the  summer  vacation  into  suave,  col- 
legiate types,  moving  in  an  aura  of  sophistication.  Exuding  confidence  from 
every  pore,  they  returned  to  campus  life  vibrantly  aware  that  they  were  a 
special  breed,  destined  for  great  accomplishments.

"The  Rich  Maharajah  from  Magadore,"  featuring 
Sultan  Ray  Crosby  and  vivacious  slave  girls  Jack  Delaney,  Jim  McCann, 
and  Art  McManus,  "The  Steam  Heaters",  and  "Matilda"  all  brought  the 
house  down.

The  Class  of  '62  took  part  in  the  birth  of  a  new  varsity  sport  during 
their  sophomore  year.

As  the  year  came  to  a  close,  sophomores  began  to  realize  that  the  so- 
phistication they  had  supposedly  acquired  was  but  a  thin  veneer,  masking 
innumerable  shortcomings.  Self  knowledge,  however,  was  the  first  step 
on  the  road  to  maturity.  They  hoped  that  in  their  remaining  years  in  col- 
lege they  could  gain  some  measure  of  true  sophistication. 

The  Third  Rung 

Returning  to  the  campus  at  the  beginning  of  their  Junior  year,  the  class 
of  '62  entered  Salem  State  College.

Nine  weeks  of  full-time  teaching  under  the 
watchful  eyes  of  the  experienced  children  at  Horace  Mann  had  reduced 
them  to  a  state  of  shock;  nevertheless,  they  had  struggled  through  the  awe-

(without  a  previous  course  in  Tests  and  Measurements),  devouring  lunch 
within  fifteen  minutes,  reprimanding  little  boys  twice  their  size  and  pre- 
paring lesson  plans  by  the  gross.  Said  one  newly  returned  practice  teacher, 
"You  haven't  lived  until  you've  attempted  to  prepare  a  five-page  lesson 
plan  on  the  intrinsic  values  of  Hop-Scotch." 


Practice  teaching  completed,  the  class  of  '62  once  again  applied  them- 
selves diligently  to  the  academic  grind.  Some  members  of  the  class,  how- 
ever, managed  to  squeeze  in  enough  time  to  join  in  the  social  life  of  the 
College.  Ellen  Niles  graced  the  court  of  the  Campus  Queen,  and,  at  the 
W.  A.  A.  Formal,  Ellie  Cecelski  and  Barbara  Kelley  brought  further  honors 
to  the  class  when  they  were  chosen  to  be  members  of  the  W.  A.  A.  Queen's 
Court. 

Clang,  Clang,  Clang  Went  The  Bell! 

The  Junior  Class  set  a  precedent  in  1961  when  they  engaged  the  fabu- 
lous Four  Freshmen,  a  nationally  known  singing  combination,  for  a  concert 
as  the  climax  of  their  Junior  Week  activities.  Walter  Cuffe  and  Peter  Beck- 
with  led  an  able  committee  in  making  this  evening  a  huge  success.  The 
modern  sound  generated  by  the  Four  Freshmen  shook  the  College  to  its 
very  foundations,  but  it  brought  an  enthusiastic  response  from  a  packed 
house.  What  could  have  been  a  disastrous  interruption  was  turned  into  an 
amusing  addition  to  the  evening  when  the  versatile  Freshmen  incorporated 
the  strident  clanging  of  the  College  bell  system  into  their  act. 

Less  sensational  perhaps,  the  other  events  of  junior  Week  were  never- 
theless enjoyed  by  the  entire  class.  Wingarsheak  Beach  provided  an  ideal 
location  for  their  clambake.  Said  one  Junior  of  the  picnic  at  Lebel's  Grove, 
"It  was  a  most  enjoyable  event,  conducted  at  the  highest  level  of  dignity." 
Said  the  other  Juniors  who  participated,  "What  picnic  did  he  go  to?" 


The  Junior  Prom,  held  at  the  beautiful  King's  Grant  in  Beverly,  brought 
the  memorable  week  to  a  close.  Bedecked  in  their  most  gorgeous  finery, 
the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Class  of  '62  were  a  delight  to  behold  as 
they  danced  the  night  away.  Choosing  a  queen  from  among  so  many  beau- 
ties was  an  almost  impossible  task,  but  the  judges'  selection  of  lovely  Bar- 
bara Kelley  met  with  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  entire  class.  The 
Queen's  beauty  was  enhanced  by  the  charms  of  her  ladies-in-waiting  Donna 
Pecukonis,  Peggy  (Sullivan)  Kelly,  Betty  Lovett,  and  Mary  Ann  O'Donnell. 

The  history  of  the  class  of  '62  would  not  be  complete  without  mention 
of  the  W.  A.  A.  Ski  Weekend  at  North  Conway  in  January  of  1961.  What 
made  this  event  so  memorable  was  the  athletic  prowess  exhibited  by  San- 
dra Carpenter,  who  was  the  first  person  in  the  history  of  the  north  country 
to  ski  the  entire  length  of  the  beginners'  slope  backwards.  Later  in  the 
evening,  Sandra's  phenomenal  feat  was  discussed  by  Ann  Santilli,  Pat  Mi- 
chaud,  Mary  Hackett,  Joyce  Pelletier,  Donna  Pecukonis  and  Maryann  Hur- 
ley at  the  Oxen  Yoke,  an  elite  establishment  famous  throughout  the  resort 
area. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  Junior  Year,  Ann  Santilli  and  Frances 
Emerick  received  recognition  for  their  academic  and  social  achievements 
when  they  were  chosen  to  be  Marshals  of  the  Daisy  and  Laurel  Chains, 
whose  members  assisted  at  the  Commencement  exercises  of  the  Class  of  '61. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Junior  Class  took  the  first  step  toward  a  successful 
Senior  year  when  they  elected  their  Senior  Class  Officers:  Walter  Cuffe, 
Frank  Hall,  Ruth  McGilvray,  and  Maryann  Hurley.
